' The Stingers will fight for a playoff spot this week after losing 
to Bishoo's and U.9.T.R. In Tuesday's 81-78 setback to Bishop's 
CIAU Rookie of the Year hopneful Dino Perin (Montreal, Que.) led 
the Stingers' attack with 24 voints, shooting 75% from the field. 
Co-captain Bobby Verrelli had his finest offensive game in 3 weeks, 
scoring 15 voints. All-Canadian candidate Nick Arvanitis continued 
his dominance on the boards, pulling down 9 rebounds. Arvanitis 
is currently 5th in the CIAUwith a.9.8 rebound fame average. The 
Stingers managed to get 5 vlayers in double-figure scoring for the 
3rd time this season as Arvanitis, Michael Cohee and Marlon Paul 
each had 10 noints. 


In Friday's 81-77 setback to U.T.R. the Stingers were led by Nick 
Arvanitis (Montreal, Que.): who scored 21 voints. He also -had nine 
rebounds. Sophomore guard Marlon Paul was bang on his scoring average 
with 12 points. 6'8" Freshman center Dino Perin pulled down 13 
offensive rebounds.
